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HISTORY O¥ SHILOH BAPTIST CHURCH 


Shiloh Baptist Church was organized by the 
Rey, F. B. Edmunds, a young minister of Michi- 
gan Avenue Baptist Church, in a dwelling house 
at 25 Union Street. He was successful in add- 
ing 95 members during his stay of eight months. 

The church began with forty-five members the 
day of ils organization. The increase was very 
rapid for a while. Then dissatisfaction crept 
in and spoiled the peace and success of the 
church. This resulted in a split that was almost 
equal. One division remained with Rev. Bd- 
munds, now the First Shiloh Baptist Church, 
‘The other division, located at Spruce and Syca- 
more Streets, now the Trinity Baptist Caurch. 

‘A few months after the split, there was trouble 
again among the group which cause Rev. Ed- 
munds to resign and seek a position elsewhere. 

‘The flock was then left without a shepherd, 
but was quite fortunate to have within its own 
fold Rey. L. A. Holloway, a young minister, 
formerly a member of the New Prospect Baptist 
Chureh of Memphis, Tenn., who was willing to 
take charge of the church until a more experi- 
enced leader could be obtained. During this 
period he was assisted by Rev. ¥, D. Reid, for- 
‘emrly of Memphis, who united with us. These 
two were successful in keeping the flock together 
until November, 1918. At this time we were 
located at 416 Clinton Street, corner of Hickory 
Street, in a store front, paying $30 per month 
for rent, We realized the coming of our new 
pastor greatly increased our obligations and 
expenses, hence we began a drive for funds to 
purchase a new church home. Within 80 days 
under our new leader we raised $1,055.00. In 
the spring of 1919 we purchased the same build- 
ing we were then renting at a cost of $12,000. 
‘Two thousand of that amount was paid in cash 
and a $10,000 mortgage was made for the bal- 
ance at 6% interest. With the annual payment 
to Deds Bros,, these notes were kept until $7,000 
had been paid on the property. 

‘Our new pastor, Rey. E. J, Echols, an honest, 
upright man, wide-awake and the man for the 
job, succeeied in gathering members into the 
church so fast until it was necessary to find a 
more spacious and better equipped building to 
accommodate the large crowd attracted to our 
service. So we purchased and moved into the 
Cedar Street Baptist Church, Cedar and South 
Division Streets, our present location. This 
building cost $25,000. Finding no need for the 
house on Clinton and Hickory Streets, we sold 
the property to Mr. Peter Billy. 

During the year 1922, the public schools of 
the city became so crowded that the city was 
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forced to seek room elsewhere, so the church 
agreed for the city to enlarge the church and 
use that part for an annex of the public school 
No. 6. So nine well-equipped rooms with mod- 
ern conveniences were added and leased to the 
city for three years, with a rental coming to the 
church of $3,500 per year. 

In the same year, the officers and members 
found it necessary to have steam heat put in the 
entire church and annex. A few months later 
a group of white ladies known as the Plumbley 
Group of the Delaware Avenue Baptist Church 
wanted to do something for the girls and boys 
cf Shiloh. So they donatei a shower bath for 
that cause. The girls and boys enjoy the gifts 
very much. 

Tn the year 1925, Miss Leona Blackburn was 
chosen by the church as stenographer and book- 
Keeper. She is full of zeal for her people and 
gives efficient service. 

Tn the same year it was expressly stated by 
the church that they must have a parsonage. 
So they went to work at once and purchased a 
nice thirteen-room dcuble flat with modern con- 
yeniences costing $8,100. A few months later 
Mrs. L. J. Coan was chosen for the Church Mis- 
sionary Worker, She is always willing to go 
and obey duty’s command. She gives wonderful 
service. 

During the year 1926, the church was equipped 
with new windows. At the same time the Will- 
ing Workers’ Club, which is always ready and 
willing to make improvements, paved the side- 
walk in front of the church.

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BIOGRAPHICAL SKETCH 

Rey. B. J. Bchols, the seventh son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Thornton Echols, was born in Desoto 
County, Mississippi, near Hernando, on the 12th 
day of September, 1878. He received his early 
training in the county schools of Mississippi, and 
afterwards entered the Corono Industrial Insti- 
tute at Patton, Alabama, in 1907. Feeling that 
‘he was not yet thoroughly prepared to beg n his 
life's work, he entered the Howe School of 
Theology at Memphis, Tennessee, from which 
he received the Degree cf Bachelor of Theology 
in 1911, 

Rey. Echols was not of wealth parents and 
practically schooled himself by working as farm 
‘hand, railroad worker, and professional barber, 
the latter trade being the one in which he was 
engaged from 1900 to 1911 after school hours. 
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Rev. Echols distinguished himself during his 
edueational career by Leing the best speller in 
Loth graded and high school and by being un- 
usually attentive, receiving an average of 100‘ 
in deportment for each year. He early recog- 
nized the value of cleanliness and always had 
(he best kept room in the dormitory. His ster- 
ling oratory won for him the first prize during 
the Junior and Senior debating contest in 1910. 

Rey. Echols ventured upon the sea of mat 
mony and married Miss Mary EB. Williams in 
January, 1910, Unfortunately she died two years 
later. In 1913 he married Miss Mattie Mont- 
gomery at Starkville, Miss. They are now the 
proud parents of five boys and one girl. 

Before coming to Shiloh Church in Buffalo, 
Rev. Echols served as pastor of the Mt. Herman 
Taptist Church at West Point, Miss., for thre> 
years; Sixteenth Section Baptist Church, Osborn, 
Miss. for seven month, and the Missionary 
Union Baptist Church, Columbus, Miss., for two 
years. 

Ie came to Shiloh November 1, 1918, The 
church at that time had a membership of ninety. 
He has been responsible for its growth to a 
membership of 1608. 

He is a member of the Board of Directors, 
Council of Churehes of Buffalo; member of 
Board of Directors of Erie County Sunday 
Schools; Vice-President of the Colored Baptist 
Convention (New York); Vice-President Bap- 
tist Ministers’ Conference, Buffalo, and Chair- 
man of the Missionary Committee of Western 
New York Baptist Conference. 

Rey. Echols worked in the capacity of an 
evangelist and school teacher before coming to 
Buffalo and filled the unexpired term of the late 
Dr. J. B, Woods, Dean of Theology of Howe 
Theological School, Memphis, Tenn, (his alma 
mater).

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HOW GOD PREPARED MRS. R, W. COAN TO 


BE A WORKER IN HIS VINEYARD 


Since 1922, Shiloh Church has enjoyed and 
Beeatly profited by the service of Mrs. Coan, and 
the story of her years of preparation for the 
Sreat work here, proves again that our Ged not 
‘only knows His children, but prepares those who 
shall lead them into green pastures. 

In 1912, a modest young woman received her 
diploma from the High School in Union Baptist 
Institute, Athens, Ga. Although Lillian Juanita 
Appling, for this was the name upon the di- 
ploma, hed accomplished one purpose which she 
had set before her; she was not content to at- 
tempt her life’s work with but a High School 
education, and so in 1915, from Spelman College 
in Atlanta, Ga., another diploma was given to 
Miss Appling, stating that she had completed 
three courses, i, €., the Normal Course for 
teachers, the Sunday School Teacher Training 
Course, and the Missionary’s Course. 

In 1918, Miss Appling (now our Mrs. Coan) 
was principal of the public school in her home 
town, Carlton, Ga. 

Accepting the new opportunities as they came 
to her, for two years Miss Appling held the posi- 
tion of public school teacher in Bessemer, Ala., 
teacher (for one year) of mathematics and 
Teacher Training in the Florida Memorial Col- 
lege, Live Oak, Fla. 

While serving as teacher in these positions, 
Miss Appling was constantly being drawn to the 
girls and boys with whom she came in contact, 
and gave freely of herself to train and inspire 
them. : 

‘This demand upon her strength led to a nerv- 
ous breakdown. But God in His infinite wisdom 
makes use of our weakness, and while Miss App- 
ling was recovering from her illness, she came 
to Buffsio, and not jong afterwards was married 
to Mr. RW. Coan. 

No bock is needed to tell the story of Mrs. 
Coan's service to Shiloh since her coming in 
1922, for is it not written in the hearts of her 
boys and girls? 

However, for those who may not know, we 
will speak of the various ways in which Mrs. 
Coan, has served. 

Under her leadership, the Young People of 
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Shiloh have conducted the Young People’s Ly- 
ceum, also the Young People’s Prayer meetings, 
both of which organizations have won and 
helped many young people.

‘The Woman’s Missionary Society under Mrs, 
Coan’s direction has been of great help to the 
women, and the Community work carried on for 
some time in connection with the needy children 
at school 32 is a real public service. "The forty 
children who were brought into the Sunday 
School at Shiloh, through this means, are living 
witnesses to the worth of this work, 

‘When we carve in wood or stone, our work 
shall perish, but who can tell the eternal value 
of training given in love to young girls—some 
Ga yto be the home-makers of our nation, 

So the services which Mrs. Coan is rendering 
to the young girls of Shiloh in the World Wide 
Guild and in the Sunday School may of itself be 
so worthwhile that many shall bless her name. 

In all this noble work Mrs. Coan has but one 
purpose, and this is to teach her people to know 
Christ, and the power of His salvation, 

And not least among all these duties is that 
of service as key-woman to the Woman's Auxil- 
iary to the Baptist Union. It is in this capacity 
that all Buffalo Baptist people have come to 
respect and greatly love Mrs. Coan, who never 
fails to bring an Inspiration to our meetings, 
when she speaks of her work and her high 
ideals.

‘We are approaching the ingathering season. 
The farmer is busy repairing his old barns, 
clearing out old plunder, stopping the cracks, 
and a few shingles are needed too where the 
rain keats in. The children get out early. The 
ingathering is to be great this year—and every 
one wishes to be through before cold weather. 

But have you thought what all of this means? 
The ingathering comes and will be great or 
small in proportion to the amount of planning 
that has been done, The same is true in the 
Church and Sabbath School. Our work is  suc- 
cess in proportion to our careful planning. 

The vacation period is over —students are 
returning from their places of work and are 
veady to enter school; the Pastor has had his 
little vacation; the Young People’s Societies, the 
Women's Missionary Societies have had, ‘few 
meetings during the summer months; even the 
SebLath School has worked at a disadvantage 
because so many of its able workers have been 
away—perhaps we are all home now, this is the 
Fall seascn and this is the time for our First 
Big Workers’ Conference. Indeed, we do well 
to call this Planning Time. 

‘The Superintendent should call the Workers’ 
Conference and let the workers thoroughly dis- 
cuss the (calendared) program for Religious 
Education, adopt this program and begin at once 
your work for the winter. This Workers’ Con- 
ference will enable you to carefully plan your 
work, 

If we expect an ingathering of souls, if we 
hope for a larger enrollment in the activities 
of the Church, some careful planning must be 
done. Twelve million children in the United 
States receive no religious training of any sort 
which causes the Christian Regster to exclam 
that no peril equals that of spiritual illiteracy. 
It matters not how great have been our attain- 
ments in the classics, nor how much acquired 
wealth we boast, the nation cannot grow in 
spiritual and moral stature when one child out 
of every nine knows nothing of religious ideals 
or spiritual obligations. 

In one American city 10,000 boys and girls, 
between the ages of 8 and 16 are arrested every 
year and few of this number know anything 
about the Sunday School. If the Sunday School 
could be made efficient and this great host of 
children, twelve million, become members, this 
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enormous figure would be greatly reduced. In 
the Chureh today we are constantly having great 
campaigns for money and our Evangelistic meet- 
ings sccm to make special appeals for the adults, 
Eut to my mind our next big campaign should 
ke for children, the little ragged, dirty children 
of the alley and back streets for thes are they 
Shiloh has been blessed numerically, as well 
who constitute our problem. Time and money 
invested along these lines will pay rich returns. 
as with a sane and Christian leadership. In 
Shiloh planning to do larger things for the 
future. ‘The Call of the Church for more trained 
leaders must be answered and the attempt should 
be made during the coming year. 

Sabbath School workers must be prepared to 
render a larger service to the Church, The goal 
of all our activities must be the salvation of 
souls, reaching the youth, and if we would have 
the desired success’ we must council often—for 
the Ingathering will be in proportion to our 
Planning.
